Chang Hsueh-Liand, son of Marshal 
Chang Tso-Lin, has been appointed 
governor of Manchuria in succession 
to his father, whose death occurred 
from wounds infileted by a bomb 
when the dictator was in flight from 
Peking. 

In outlining his political program 
Chang sald that his guiding prin- 
ciple would be to achieve and main 
tain peace.
